the  Bulldogs'  evening,  as  Ted  Harris  scamp- 
ered 80  yards  for  our  first  score  of  the  year. 
Still,  in  the  first  quarter,  Leo  Ward  went  over 
from   the   four.   No   soon   had   the   second    quarter 
begun   than   Ward   was   off   again,   this   time   for    15 
yards    and    6    more    points.    Winky    Gaines    passed    to 
Leonard  Black  for  25  to  score  our  final  tally  of  the  first 
half.  Ward   did   it   again  in   the   third;    and   Harris,   in  the 
fourth.  Sessoms  converted  three  times  in  seven  atempts.  That's 
how  it  stood — Bulldogs,  39,  Dunn,  6. 

Next  week  Lumberton,  1951  AA  Champions,  came  in  to  be  jolted 
46-0.  Ward  scored  4  TD's,  one  on  a  pass.  Black  scored  the  re-  WHjTI-T 

maining  tally  on  a  pass  from  Gaines.  Our  Bulldogs  poured  over 
25  points   in   the   first  quarter,   21   in  the   second.   The   reserves 
held  the  Lumberton  crew  to  a  scoreless  tie  the  second  half. 

Norfolk  Catholic  High  thought  they  could  revenge  what  hap- 
pened to  Norview  in  1951.  but  they  were  unsuccessful  as  Fayette- 
ville  continued  rolling,  43-0.  Gaines  passed  to  Slaughter,  Ward 
went  over  to  finish  the  first  half  12-0.  It  looked  as  if  we  had  an 
^jgH»»gp  opponent,  but  after  Coach   Buddy  Luper  had   straightened   the 

fellows  out  during  the  half  they  came  back,  or  rather  Rayburn 
o-JbA  Slaughter   came   back,   with   two   fast   TD's   to   lead   things   off: 

From  then  on  it  was  Bulldogs  all  the  way  with  Gaines  flipping 
an  aerial  to  Leonard  Black  for  60  yards.  Harris  was  not  to  be 
outdone    with    his    70    yard    punt    return    through    the    entire 
Norfolk    team.    Final    score:    43— Bulldogs,    0— Norfolk    Catholic 
High. 

Our  first  out-of-town  game  and  first  conference  game  was 
in  Goldsboro.  Anxious  to  see  how  our  boys  would  do,  a  large 
number  of  students  followed  their  Bulldogs  to  the  game. 
It  was  still  the  same  Bulldogs  romping  through  Golds- 
boro to  the  tune  of  32-7.  Winky  had  a  perfect  night 
with  six  complete  passes  in  six  attempts,  three  for 
touchdowns.  Leo  and  Ray  ran  the  other  two  over. 
The  score  pleased  us,  but  not  the  fact  that 
our   Righ   Half   Back,   Ray   Slaughter,   dis- 
located'his  shoulder  and  was  held  our  of 
action  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 
Agressive  Rocky  Mount  Blackbirds 
came   to    meet    their    Waterloo    in 
Fayetteville     as     the     Bulldogs 
took  to  the  airways.  W.  Gaines 
and  Tom  Sessoms.  who  had 
replaced    Ray    Slaughter 
at  Half  Back,  did  the

Our    line    held    as    Ses- 
soms tossed  to  Black  for  our  third  tally. 
Ward   went   over   in   a   few   minutes   on  a 
short  line  play  after  Sessoms  and  Black  had 
combined  again  for  50  yards.  To  set  him  up, 
Gaines  passed  to  Ward  for  another  TD  after  he 
had  flipped  to  Black  to  pave  the  way.  We  became 
a  little  over  confident  in  the  last  period  as  the  Black- 
birds  scored   twice   against   our   reserves.    Sessom's   toe 
was  a  little  hotter  as  converted  four  out  of  five  times,  to 
aid  in  this  34-27  victory  for  the  Bulldogs. 

Durham,   who   later   won   the   conference   title,   had    a    hard 
fight  as  Bulldogs  met  Bulldogs.  Corky  Gaines  turned  in  his  best 
line  performance  as  he  recovered  two  Durham  fumbles  and  came 
through  with  many  a  fine  tackle.  After  Corky's  first  recovery  and  a 
pass  to  Black,  Ward  went  over  from  the  one.  Sessoms  converted  to  tie 
the  score  at  7  all.  Durham  had  gone  over  in  the  first  period.  From  there 
on  out,  it  was  dog  eat  dog  as  the  ball  traveled  up  and  down  the  field.  Finally 
Durham  scored  on  a  pass  that  had  been  touched  by  two  Fayetteville  players.  It 
seemed  as  if  all  our  attempts  were  in  vain  after  this.  One  Fayeteville  penetration 
went  to  the  Durham  7,  where  the  Durham  Bulldogs  took  over.  Gaines  recovered 


chucking.  Gaines 
threw  two  aerials 
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another  fumble  of  Durham's  on  our 
own  15  to  stop  a  long  Durham  drive. 
In    the    last    minute    of    play,    Gaines 
threw  a  desperation  pass  that  was  inter- 
cepted by  Durham  team.  They  then  held  the 
ball  until  the  clock  ran  out.  Final  score:  Fay- 
etteville  Bulldog's,  7;  Durham  Bulldogs,  13. 
The    dishearted    Bulldogs    journeyed    to    Wilson, 
where   they   met   a   tougher   adversary   than    antici- 
pated. It  wasn't  until  the  last  minutes  of  the  contest 
that  Payetteville  had  the  game.  The  stimulate  was  the 
news  that  Durham  was  being  beaten.  At  the  time  Tommy 
Sessoms  went  over  on  a  short  play  to  break  the  7-7  tie.  Pinal 
score:  Bulldogs,  13;  Cyclones,  7. 
Edwards  Military  Institute,  the  Carolina  Junior  College  Cham- 
pions, felt  rather  cocky  as  they  entered  the  field  on  Halloween 
night.  Leo  Ward  returned  the  opening  kick-off  60  yards  to  knock 
KhPER*  them  off  their  stool.

Harris  set 
up  another  in  a  few  minutes,  and  Ward  went  over.  Harris  went 
over  three   times   the   second   half   as   a   35-yard   pass   to   Black 
and  a  long  pass  to  the  5  paved  the  way  for  two  of  them.   He 
went  around  end  for  10  on  the  third  score.

After  the  big  Homecoming  program,  which  included  a  bonfire 
and  a  big  parade,  a  great  Raleigh  team  took  advantage  of  our 
injures   and   led   our   Bulldogs   all   the   way.    Out   of   this   game, 
because  of  injuries,  were  Bain,  Richardson,  and  Shaw.  Since  we 
had  one  defensive  end  and  a  line-backer  out,  Raleigh  took  one 
on  a  pass  from  Gaines,  and  the  other  they  ran  over.  Fayette- 
ville  had  trouble  holding  on  to  the  ball  as  several  fumbles 
cost  us  possession  in  more  than  one  crucial  point.  One  of 
our  drives  ended  on  the  Raleigh  7,  with  a  fumbled! 
Pinal  score:   Bulldogs,14;   Caps,  20. 

After  last  year's  one  point  defeat,  the  Payetteville 
Bulldogs  were  anxious  to  roll  Wilmington.  It  was 
a  difficult  task  as  the  ball  went  back  and  forth. 
It   looked   as   though   it   could   be   anyones 
game  until  the  last  half,  when  Leo  Ward 
proved  beyond   a   doubt  that  he.  could 
run  with  a  pigskin.

Union,  and  Alonzo  Mayo.  Bill  Price 
is  credited  for  the  key  block  in  the 
touchdown  run  by  Ward.  Without  this 
block  we  might  not  have  won  this  game. 
During  the  year  we  had  many  surprises. 
The  coaches  were  very  well  pleased  with  Bill 
Price,  a  young  Junior,  and  his  work  over  the  ball 
at  Center.  Along  with  Bill  came  Jimmy  Berry,  also 
a  Junior,  who  did  all  of  the  kick-off's  as  well  as  play- 
ing at  his  Guard  spot  for  the  Bulldogs.  We  are  all  look- 
ing fojward  to  seeing  them  play  more  ball  next  year. 
Eight  wins,  and  two  losses,  Yes,  Payetteville  High  School 
can  be  proud  of  their  Bulldogs  as  well  as  their  Coaches:  Head 
Coach,  R.  E.  Luper;   Line  Coach,  R.  Prevatte;    B.   Bragg,   and  S.
